Andronico proposed the policy 
amendment, explaining there have 
been instances that students who 
don't have money are denied a hot 
school lunch.

Mayor, Councillors, School Members Could Get Raises 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Raises for Quincy’s 
elected officials — including 
the mayor and members of 
the City Council and School 
Committee — could be on 
the table this year, Mayor 
Thomas Koch said. 

Koch also said he would 
likely support increasing 
city councillors’ term in of- 
fice from two to four years, 
should members of the 
council seek to do so, which 
could spell the end of stag- 
gered school board terms. 

The budget for fiscal year 
2020, which runs through 
June 30, sets aside $150,942 
for the mayor’s salary and 
provides each of the nine 


city councillors a salary of 
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$22,673. The mayor and 
city councillors each re- 
ceive a $7,200 travel allow- 
ance as well. The school 
system’s budget includes a 
$9,000 salary for each of the 
six members of the School 
Committee. 

Raises for the mayor and 
city councillors were last 
approved in May 2014. At 
that time, councillors ap- 
proved increasing the may- 
or’s salary from $122,474 
to $150,000 and their 
own salaries by $5,000 to 
$22,500 each. Koch, who 
introduced the 2014 raises, 
had sought a $160,000 sal- 
ary for his own position, but 
councillors cut that amount 
by $10,000. Members of the 
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School Committee did not 
receive raises then. 

The 2014 raises were 
based on recommendations 
made by a five-person com- 
mittee Koch assembled in 
2013 to review salaries for 
elected officials, department 
heads and other non-union 
employees. 

In a recent interview, 
Koch said salaries for elect- 
ed officials would be re- 
viewed this year. 

“I’m going to look at it. 
I don’t know whether we 


should just make that part of | 


the budget discussion or do 
it differently, but it is some- 
thing I am going to look at,” 
he replied when asked about 
raises for himself and the 
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- nine city councillors. 


Koch said members. of 
the school board could also 
be getting a raise this time 
around. 

“The School Commit- 
tee didn’t get anything the 
last time for an increase, so 
they’re overdue for a boost 
anyway,” he said. 

“Yeah, we’re looking at 
it. I think you have to main- 
tain that stuff.” 

As part of the discus- 
sion, Koch said he would 
consider tying the salaries 
for elected officials to the 
cost-of-living index, which 
would mean officials would 
no longer be voting on their 
own Salaries. 

“It’s something we 
would have to look at — le- 
gally, what we can do, what 
our options?” Koch said 
when asked about tying 
salaries to the cost-of-living 
index. “Do we tie it into an

A proposal now pend- 
ing before the City Council 
would give Quincy resi- 
dents who own and reside in 
their own homes a break on 
property taxes. 

Council President Nina 
Liang and Ward 4 Council- 
lor Brian Palmucci on Jan, 
21 introduced an ordinance 
to accept the portion of state 
law authorizing the residen- 
tial property tax exemption. 
Liang and Palmucci had in- 
troduced the same legisla- 
tion last June, but no action 
was taken on it before the 
council’s term expired at the 
end of the year. 

If approved, the legisla- 
tion would grant those who 
own and occupy their homes 
in the city a property tax 


exemption of up to 35 per- 
cent of the average assessed 
value for class one residen- 
tial properties. The council 
would determine the level 
of the exemption during its 
review of the proposal. 

Liang said she would 
work to create a residen- 
tial property tax exemp- 
tion when she was elected 
council president earlier this 
month. At the time, she said 
all residents should be. able 
to benefit from develop- 
ment that has taken place 
throughout the city. 

“Our city has seen and 
continues to see unprec- 
edented development, not 
only in the downtown but 
within our neighborhoods,” 
Liang said in her Jan. 6 re- 
marks.

Scam Alert: ‘Expiring License’ Scam 
~ Tricks Microsoft Windows Users

Microsoft announced that they are no longer provid- 
ing technical assistance, software updates, or bug fixes for 
Windows 7. It’s big news for users of the popular operating 
system. The announcement is giving scammers an opportu- 
nity to confuse Windows users into paying to update their 
“expiring Windows license” ~ whether they need to or not, 
according to recent BBB Scam Tracker reports. 

How the Scam Works 

You receive a call from someone who claims to be a con- 
cerned Microsoft employee. They explain that you need to 
upgrade your operating system if you want your computer 
to keep working. The caller may say that you need to up- 
grade from Windows 7 to Windows 10, or simply that your 
Windows license is expiring. 

The caller may seem friendly and helpful, but they are 
far from it. They may convince you to pay yearly fees (that 
don’t exist) or request remote access to your computer un- 
der the guise of installing software. If you pay the fees, you 
could lose hundreds of dollars. But if you allow the scam- 
mer access to your computer, your secure personal informa- 
tion, such as banking details and login credentials, can be 
compromised. This puts you at risk for identity theft.

In the BBB Scam Tracker reports, vic- 
tims report that they were already using Windows 10 when 
they got a call claiming they needed to upgrade. 

* Never allow a stranger remote access to your com- 
puter. If you have a genuine tech problem, get help from a 
reputable company or individual. 

* Get tech information straight from the source. If 
your computer runs Windows, for example, find out about 
updates, new operating systems, and tech support directly 
from Microsoft. Double check you are on the official web- 
site or calling the real support line before you share personal 
information or pay any money.

We checked with Microsoft, and they confirm that the 
company never reaches out to offer support by phone or 
pop-up on your computer screen. All support requests are 
initiated by customers. Microsoft won’t reimburse scam 
victims for money or gift cards given to scammers, but they 
are happy to check over your computer to make sure any 
viruses or malware have been removed.

Cont’d From Page 1 
dents are_always given a hot 
lunch: This codifies the pro- 
cesses that we have.” 

The food service policy 
states that the school com- 
mittee “is committed to 
providing students with 
healthy, nutritious meals 
each day so they can focus 
on school work while also 
maintaining the financial 
integrity of meal programs 
and minimizing any’ im- 
pact on students with meal 
charges.” 

The policy adds, “How- 
ever, unpaid meal charges 
can place a financial burden 
on the school district as food 
services is a self-supporting 
entity within the district.” 

Parents and guardians are 
responsible for their child’s 
meal payments. Accounts 
may be set up to cover the 
cost of meals. When a stu- 
dent’s account balance 
reaches zero and enters the 
negative, the policy states 
that the student would not 
be allowed to purchase a la 
carte items such as a second 
entrée, snack, ice cream, or 


additional beverage. The 
student, however, would be 
allowed to take a meal that 
would be charged to the ac- 
count at the standard lunch 
rate. 

Parents who have a fi- 
nancial hardship can work 
out payment options with 
the food service department. 
Notices of low or deficit 
balances will be sent to par- 
ents. There is an option for 
parents to pay for meals in 
advance. 

Should a parent fail to 
keep an account current, the 
matter could be referred to 
the superintendent’s office. 
If a student is consistently 
without meal money, the 
administration could step in 
and take necessary action. 

Students whose families 
receive food stamps or tran- 
sitional assistance are eli- 
gible for free meals and may 
be automatically approved 
through direct certification 
by the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Education and 
Transitional Assistance. Ap-

The After School Snack 
Program provides free 
snacks to elementaty and 
middle schools students par- 
ticipating in certain district- 
sponsored afterschool pro- 
grams.

Perhaps he 
hasn’t heard about the bil- 
lion koalas, kangaroos, and 
other wild animals burned to 
death or starved in Australia 
in the last few months, just 
to cite a dramatic instance, 
or the unprecedented rate of 
species extinction we have 
seen in recent years. It may 
also not have occurred to 
him that harvesting trees to 
make paper bags tends to 
destroy wildlife habitat. 

In short, we agree that 
single-use plastic. bags 
ought to be banned, but if 
the ban only pushes Quincy 


shoppers to substitute pa- 
per bags for plastic, we will 
have traded one problem for 
another. Thus, QCAN con- 
tinues to urge the council to 
add a 5 or 10 cent per bag 
charge to the current ban. 

In. QCAN’s  seven-plus 
years of existence, we’ve 
both praised and criticized 
government actions accord- 
ing to their effect on climate. 
Mr. Palmucci, of course, is 
free to attack us in whatever 
terms he chooses, but we 
plan to continue speaking 
our minds.

Delayed Tax Rate 
Costly To City 


By next May, the city of Quincy will have paid $901 ,240 
in interest on money borrowed and reborrowed to keep the 
municipal government operating during the long delay be- 
tween the 1980 tax rate. 

Between July 6, at the start of the fiscal year, and Dec. 
3, three weeks before the tax rate was set, the city borrowed 
$28 million on tax anticipation notes (T.A.N’s). The inter- 
est: $558 880. 

In November, when most of the T.A.N’s matured, the 
city was still without income from the collections, so $20 
million in notes had to be renewed. The interest: $250,434. 

In January, the city was forced to renew $12 million in 
T.AN.’s that had already been renewed once. The interest: 
$91,926. 

City Treasurer-Collector Robert E. Foy LI will present 
a picture of the city’s finances to the City Council at the 
request of Councillor Joseph J. LaRaia.

Tortellini Sausage Alfredo

Most of us who enjoy cooking do not en- 
joy the clean-up afterward and that is one 
of the reasons I always try and find one-pan 
entrees and today’s recipe is just that. 


Ingredients: 


1-pound Sausage - Italian, hot or sweet 
% pound cheese tortellini 


For Alfredo Sauce: 

1 stick unsalted butter 

% cup grated parmesan cheese 
1 pint of heavy cream 


Cook the sausage any way you want, I 
usually pierce them and then cook them on 
a cookie sheet in the oven. 


When all cooked, set aside to cool. 
When cooled cut in slices. 

Cook the tortellini according to package 
directions. Put sausage back in pan. 

Add the Alfredo sauce on top (recipe for 
Alfredo sauce is below), heat on low for a 
few minutes. 

Drain cooked tortellini and place in pan 
with sausage and Alfredo sauce. Stir and 
heat through. Top with more parmesan 
cheese when serving. 


Alfredo Sauce Directions: 

Melt butter in saucepan. 

Add parmesan cheese and mix until this 
forms a roux. 

Add cream slowly. 

Heat and stir on low until smooth and 
done. 


Paleo Banana Mufflins

Here is one of my recipes that I hope you 
will make over the winter when you want 
something sweet but healthy! 

There is nothing like the smell of baked 
goods straight from the oven and banana 
bread is one of those recipes that is so easy 
and good for you. Regular banana bread/ 
muffins calls for white flour and sugar. Both 
No No’s for those of you who are health 
conscious. If you substitute one thing for 
another, you can eat muffins and breads and 
things more often and not just as a “treat.” 

This banana bread recipe is a Paleo 
friendly recipe. It calls for almond flour and 
coconut flour rather than wheat flour. That 
means it is GRAIN FREE as well. Very 
low carbohydrate, less inflammatory while 
higher in protein. 

Almond and coconut flour contain pro- 
tein and fiber as well as important nutri- 
ents like vitamin E and manganese, copper, 
magnesium, and iron (combined). Almond 
flour has more fat while coconut flour has a 
bit more carbohydrates. Both are two dif- 
ferent flours, but can be used from baking 
to binding meatballs and thickening sauces. 


I use Honeyville brand Almond flour 
since it is fluffy and less oily. Coconut 
flours are all pretty much the same, just 
make sure you get finely ground. 

PALEO BANANA MUFFINS 
3 bananas (ripe) 
3 large eggs 
2 teaspoons vanilla 
1 tablespoon raw honey or Maple Syrup 
3 Tablespoons butter, ghee, or organic 
shortening 
1 1/2 cups blanched almond flour 
2 tablespoons coconut flour 
1 teaspoon baking soda 
1/4 teaspoon sea salt 


Place bananas, eggs, vanilla, and honey 
or syrup in blender and mix well. (I find 
this so much easier than mashing it all.) 

In a separate bowl now, put in flours, salt 
and soda. Combine the liquid into the bowl 
and mix until just combined. Don’t over 
mix. 

Place liners in muffin tins and spoon bat- 
ter into 12 tins. 

Bake until done at 350 for ea 15-18 
minutes. Do not over bake! Enjoy!

A Quincy man is under-

The Team End Alz pro- 
gram began in 2001 when 
a few dedicated athletes 
participated in the Boston 
Marathon on behalf of the 
Alzheimer’s Association.

inception. Last year alone, 
the 2019 Boston Marathon 
Team raised over $407,000. 
With less than three 
months until the race, Neely 
has begun intensive training 
to run the marathon on be- 
half of his mother, Barbara, 
who is currently living with 
the disease at age 91. Neely 
will also be running in 
memory of his aunt, Mary, 
who previously passed away 
from Alzheimer’s in 2009. 
This won’t be his first time 
taking on the Boston Mara- 
thon, however. Neely said 
he first ran the course back 
in 2007 with the immense 
support of his mother. 
“During the marathon, as 
I was running into Wellesley 
Center there were so many 
people I was worried that 
I would miss her.

bers are elected every two 
years; the mayor also serves 
on the board as its chairman. 

Koch said increasing city 
councillors’ terms to four 
years would likely mean 
the end of staggered school 
board terms. 

“T think you have to deal 
with that at the same time,” 
he said. 

In addition, Koch said 
it is time to look at making 


changes to the city’s charter 
to reflect changes in govern- 
ment since it was approved. 
The charter, for instance, 
requires one-year terms for 
most mayoral appointees. 
“The other thing we’ve 
got to do at some point — 
I’ve talked about it before, 
it’s always on the back burn- 
er because there is always 
something else — we need to 
make some charter adjust- 
ments anyway,” Koch said. 
“Once the voters de- 


cided to make the mayor a 
four-year term, there is pro- 
céss stuff that ought to be 
changed. Having a yearly 
appointee schedule now is 
kind of foolish, but it’s the 
way the charter is written. 

“There are those things 
that should be changed. 
Maybe we.should be putting 
all of this together into one 
and submitting something 
to the council that includes ~ 
a lot of these updates and 
changes.” 
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Carbon Monoxide Poisoning: Signs, Symptoms 
A Message From Ruth Jones, City Of Quincy Health Commissioner

Carbon monoxide poi- 
soning occurs when carbon 
monoxide builds up in your 
bloodstream. When an ex- 
cess of carbon monoxide 
is in the air, your body re- 
places the oxygen in your 


‘ red blood cells with carbon 


monoxide. This can lead to 
serious tissue damage, or 
even death. 

Carbon monoxide is a 
colorless, odorless, tasteless 
gas produced by burning 
gasoline, wood, propane, 
charcoal or other fuel. Im- 
properly ventilated appli- 
ances and engines, espe- 
cially in a tightly sealed or 
enclosed space, may permit 
the carbon monoxide to ac- 
cumulate to hazardous lev- 
els. 

If you think you or some- 
one you’re with may have 
carbon monoxide poison- 
ing, get into fresh air and 
seek emergency medical 
care immediately. © 

The signs and symptoms 
of carbon monoxide poison- 
ing may include: 

* Dull headache 

¢ Weakness 

* Dizziness 

* Nausea or vomiting 

¢ Shortness of breath 

*.Confusion. 

* Blurred vision 

* Loss of consciousness 

Carbon monoxide poi- 
soning can be particularly 
dangerous for those who 
are asleep or intoxicated. 
People may have permanent 
brain damage or even die 


before anyone recognizes © 


that there’s a problem. 

The warning signs of 
carbon monoxide poisoning 
can be subtle. But the con- 
dition is a life-threatening 
medical emergency. Car- 
bon monoxide poisoning 
is caused by inhaling com- 
bustion fumes. When too 
much carbon monoxide is 
in the air you’re breathing, 
your body substitutes car- 
bon monoxide for the oxy- 
gen in your red blood cells. 
This prevents oxygen from 
reaching your tissues and 
organs. 

Numerous fuel-burning 
appliances and engines pro- 
duce carbon monoxide. The 
amount of carbon monoxide 
produced by these sources 
usually isn’t cause for ap- 
prehension. But if they’re 
used in a closed or partially 
closed space, such as cook- 
ing with a charcoal grill in- 
doors, for example, then the 
carbon monoxide can build 
up to treacherous levels. 
Smoke inhalation during. a 
fire also can cause carbon 
monoxide poisoning. 

Exposure to carbon mon- 
oxide may be particularly 
dangerous for: 

* Unborn babies. Fetal 
blood cells take up carbon 
monoxide more readily than 
adult blood cells do. This 
makes unborn babies more 
vulnerable to harm from 
carbon monoxide poison- 
ing. 

¢ Children. Young chil- 
dren take breaths more 
frequently than adults do, 
which may make them more 
susceptible to carbon mon- 
oxide poisoning. 


¢ Older adults. Older 
people who experience car- 
bon monoxide poisoning 
may be more prone to de- 
velop brain damage. 

* People who have 
chronic heart disease. Peo- 
ple with a history of anemia 
and respiratory problems 
also are more likely to get 
sick from exposure to car- 
bon monoxide. 

* Those in whom car- 
bon monoxide poisoning 
leads to unconsciousness. 
Loss of consciousness indi- 
cates more critical exposure. 

Depending on the degree 
and length of time of expo- 
sure, carbon monoxide poi- 
soning can cause: 

* Permarient brain dam- 
age 

‘© Damage to your heart, 
possibly leading to life- 
threatening cardiac compli- 
cations 

* Fetal death or miscar- 
riage 

* Death 

Simple safeguards can 
help avoid carbon monoxide 


ide detectors. Install one in 
the hallway outside of each 
sleeping area in your home. 
Check the batteries every 
time you check your smoke 
detector batteries — at least 
twice a year. If the alarm 


sounds, leave the house and 


call 911 or the fire depart- 
ment. Carbon monoxide 
detectors are also available 
and recommended for mo- 
tor homes and boats. - 

* Open the garage door 
before starting your car. 
Never leave: your car run-

¢ Use gas appliances as 
recommended.

Use fuel-burning space 
heaters only when someone 
is awake to monitor them 
and doors or windows are 
open to provide fresh air.

ide when inhaled. Exposure 
to methylene chloride can 
cause carbon monoxide poi- 
soning. When working with 
solvents at home, use them 
only outdoors or in well- 
ventilated areas. Carefully 
read the instructions and fol- 
low the safety precautions 
on the label. 

* Be alert in the winter. 
Never run your engine if the 
vehicle is partially covered 
in snow. If the tailpipe is 


partially obstructed, exhaust 


may be redirected under- 
neath the vehicle and enter 
the passenger compartment. 
Don’t repeatedly start and 
stop your engine in an effort 
to stay warm. This can actu- 
ally generate more carbon 
monoxide than just running 
it continuously.

“We hope that 
as more and more towns ban 
plastic bags, people will be- 
come accustomed to using 
reusable bags everywhere 
they go. Unfortunately, we 
don’t have the funds to pur- 
chase reusable bags for our 
clients, so we hope that lo- 


cal business and organiza- 


tions will consider donating 
their extra promotional bags 
so that we can go plastic and 
paper bag free in our pan-

Social Security Matters 
Ask Rusty: We Took 
Benefits Early; Can 
We Get More Now?

Dear Rusty: My birth date is 1947. My wife is 1950. 
We both took our Social Security years ago at age 62 due 
to health concerns because we questioned if we would live 
to age 78 to equalize the extra payout if we would have 
waited to age 66. Taking early at 62 may have been a mis- 
take and I am wondering if there are any options available 
to maximize my and/or my wife’s monthly payment with 
a restricted application or any other available options? My 
gross monthly is $946.60, and my wife’s is $543,60 before 
the deduction for Medicare. Together our gross monthly is 
about equal to the per person individual average. monthly 
payment of $1479. Signed: Regretful we took SS early. 

Dear Regretful: I’m afraid the options for either you or 
your wife increasing your benefit at this point are extremely 
limited." You Cannot file the restricted application you meén- 
tioned because that can only be done by’ someotie applying 
for the first time (and who was born before 1/2/1954), and 
only by someone who has not yet reached age 70. Néither 
can you suspend your benefits to earn delayed retirement 
credits (DRCs) because DRCs are only earned up to age 70. 
‘Your wife has a very small window until she reaches 70 in 
March during which she could suspend her benefits, and by 
doing so immediately she could perhaps earn, at most, an 
additional 1% in DRCs (about $5 more per month). That 
leaves only two other things which could increase your 
benefits: 1).Arinual Cost of Living Adjustments (COLAs) 
granted each year depending upon inflation, and 2) return- ~ 
ing to work and having substantial current earnings which 
may replace the earnings in a lower-earning year in your 
lifetime work record (SS uses the highest earning 35 years 
over your lifetime to compute your benefit amount). 

If you have some years in that 35-year history with no or 
very low earnings, working now could replace one or more 
of those years. I have no way of determining whether that is 
a possibility; you would need to get your lifetime earnings 
record from Social Security and see if that is possible by 
examining your earnings for each year over your lifetime. 
But remember, all early years of earnings are adjusted for 
inflation, so for example, $10,000 earned in 1990 would be 
equal to about $25,000 in today’s dollars, and you’d need 
to.earn more than the higher amount to have any effect on 
your benefit. 

I wish I had better news for you, but the unfortunate 
reality is that once someone claims their Social Security, the 
benefit amount is quite fixed. Although it’s possible to with- 
draw an application within 12 months of initial filing, and 
it’s also possible to suspend benefits once FRA is reached, 
neither of those is available to you. And your wife only has a 


~ very short window to suspend her benefits, which will reach 


maximum when she reaches 70 in March. So, except for 
the COLA increases and returning to work options I’ve dis- 
cussed above, I’nrafraid you have no other opportunity to 
increase your Social Security benefit amounts.

Quincy Publi¢ Schools 
will be receiving a big hike 
in state aid this year under 
a new law that provides a 
boost in funding to school 
districts that have a high 
percentage of students who 
are low-income or English 
language learners. 

“Both of these of which 
Quincy falls into those cate- 
gories,” said Quincy School 
Department Deputy Supt. 
Kevin Mulvey as he and the 
district’s business director 
James Mullaney outlined 
the new state Student Op- 
portunity Act and its impact 
on Quincy during the Jan. 
22 school committee meet- 
ing. “The preliminary num- 
bers we received today look 
very good.” 

Gov. Charlie Baker 
signed the measure into law 
in November that requires 


the state to spend $1.4 bil-_ 


lion on Chapter 70 aid, 
$90 million for the special 
education Circuit Breaker 
Reimbursement, and estab- 
lishes a $10 million grant 
fund. The program is to be 


spread out over the next 
seven years. 

Mulvey explained that 
the new legislation revises 
the Chapter 70 formula 
that would now generate 
annual state investment 
hikes for districts, increase 
reimbursements for out-of- 
district special education 
transportation; raises the 
annual cap by $150 million 
on school building projects 
from $600 million to $750 
million; fully funds charter 
school reimbursements; and 
creates a grant fund with the 
purpose of innovative edu- 
cational approaches. 

Mulvey noted the ad- 
ditional funding for school 
building projects bodes well 
for Quincy’s plan to build a 
new Squantum School that 
is in the initial process with 
the Massachusetts School 
Building Authority. 

Under the new law, there 
are increases for district 
foundation budget funding. 
The foundation budget is 
determined by the state for 
each district specifying a 
minimum net spending per 


student to provide an ad- 
equate education. Districts 
must pay a portion of the 
cost of this budget as deter- 
mined by the state based on 
the. community’s property 
values and residents’ in- 
comes. 

The foundation budget 
will now include costs for 
in and out-of-district spe- 
cial education programs, 
English language learners, 
and economically disadvan- 
taged students. 

Citing figures released 
by the state Department of 
Elementary and Secondary 
Education (DESE), Mul- 
laney explained that Quincy 
stands to receive an increase 
of $13.1 million in the 
school department’s foun- 
dation budget and a $6.5 
million hike in Chapter 70 
state aid. The city will kick 
in $5.8 million for its share 
of the foundation budget. 

Additionally, he said 
the city is anticipating a 
$400,000 to $500,000 in- 
crease in the Circuit Breaker 
Reimbursement that targets 
special education costs. The

Funding 
for the. project is coming 
from federal community de- 
velopment funds.

additional funds would cov- 
er out-of-district special ed- 
ucation transportation costs 
that were not previously in- 
cluded. This will be phased 
in over the next four years. 

Also, Quincy has the 
opportunity to apply for a 
competitive grant through 
the state’s 21st Century Ed- 
ucation Trust Fund. This is 
to help pay for new educa- 
tional approaches. The state 
says the grant will help ad- 
dress “persistent disparities” 
in achievement gaps among 
student subgroups such as 
English learners and low- 
income students. 

The new legislation was 
enacted in response to a re- 
view by the state that found 
Massachusetts schools are 
under budget by $2 billion 
due to the education funding 
formula’s failure to keep up 
with inflationary costs such 
as employee and retiree 
health insurance benefits 
in addition to low-income, 
special education, and Eng- 
lish language learner stu- 
dents. 

The state formula that 
has been used to determine 
district aid has come under 
fire over the past several 
years. Critics have com- 
plained that the formula is 
flawed and grossly underes- 
timates a district’s true costs 
to provide an adequate edu- 
cation. 

- “We have been very 
much underfunded as op- 
posed to our neighbors with 
similar populations,” said 
Mullaney. 

Committee member Em- 
ily Lebo said the state for- 
mula, up to now, considered 


Give the 


Quincy as a wealthy city 
that could pay a high per- 
centage of the district’s edu- 
cational costs. 

“We're not a wealthy 
city,” she said. “We have 
high property values.” 

Lebo said the revised 
formula focuses on the high 
number of low-income and 
English learner students. As 
a result, the city will receive 
more state aid in the coming 
years. 

“I’m happy to see that’s 
changing,” Lebo said. 

The new formula deter- 
mines a community’s abil- 
ity to fund its share of the 
foundation budget through 
its property tax. The differ- 
ence would be paid by the 
state Chapter 70 aid. The 
state calculates the district’s 
foundation budget based on 
specific grades, programs 
and student demographics. 

According to the state, 
the goal of the Chapter 70 
aid is to “ensure that every 
district has sufficient re- 
sources to meet its founda- 
tion budget spending level 
through an equitable com- 
bination of local property 
taxes and state aid.” 

The new law requires 
districts to submit evidence- 
based plans designed to 
close local achievement 
gaps. The plans must be. ap- 
proved by the school com- 
mittee. A progress report 
must be submitted every 
year on how the district is 
doing addressing student 
subgroup disparities. 

“There will be an annual 
monitoring to be sure the 
plans are being followed,” 
said Mulvey.

The gap plans must ad- 
dress four key areas includ- 
ing establishing achieve- 
ment targets for low-income 
and English learner stu- 
dents, identifying specific 
programs to be imple- 
mented, outlining how the 
state and local funds will 
be used, and specifying on- 
going plans to increase en- 
gagement with families of 
special needs and English 
learner students. 

Among the strategies that 
districts may include in the 
plans are expanded learning 
time, expanded prekinder- 
garten and early learning, 
early college and career 
readiness pathways, a more 
diverse teacher workforce, 
and providing more school 
counselors and psychologi- 
cal services. 

Mulvey said the expand- 
ed learning time would like- 
ly.require a longer school 
day and would involve the 
input of all school employ- 
ees to make it happen. 

“This is going to take the 
efforts of all the stakehold- 
ers in the Quincy Public 
Schools and negotiations 
with all 10 unions,” he said. 

The state is requiring 
the plans to be submitted 
by April 1. Mulvey said 
the state -has not yet issued 
guidelines and as a result, 
the district is at a standstill 
relative to drafting the plan. 

Committee member Paul 
Bregoli expressed apprecia- 
tion to the Quincy state del- 
egation that “helped us get 
the extra money.” 

“We appreciate their ef- 
forts,” he said.

Those 
wishing to cast an absentee 
ballot can request to do so 
by mail or vote in person at 
the clerk’s office, which is 
located on the second floor 
of the glass city hall annex 
building. 

On the day of the prima- 
ry, Tuesday, March 3, polls 
will be open from 7 a.m.

The deadline to register 
to vote in the presidential 
primary, or change party af- 
filiation, is Wednesday, Feb. 
12, at 8 p.m. Massachusetts 
allows independent - voters 
to cast ballots in any party’s 
primary. 

Fifteen candidates quali- 
fied for the Democratic bal- 
lot in Massachusetts, three 
of whom have since dropped 
out. Four candidates, in- 
cluding incumbent Donald 
Trump, will appear on the 
Republican ballot. There are 
also ten candidates running 
on the Libertarian ballot and 


four on the Green-Rainbow 
ballot. Ballot position for 
the primaries was deter- 
mined by a random drawing 
in December.

‘Build A Bed’ Comes To Quincy Point 


On Saturday morning, 
Jan. 11, a truck from the 
“Build A Bed” Project ar- 
rived at Quincy Point Con- 
gregational Church UCC. 

In less than three hours, 
12 beds were built, sanded, 
stained and loaded back on 
the truck. Over four dozen 
volunteers for this project 
were recruited by event or- 
ganizer Adam McGhee, a 
member of QPCC. He said 
he hopes that other local 
groups will want to organize 
their own “Build A Bed” 
event. 

Materials and _instruc- 
tions for bed building are 
provided by the MA non- 
profit organization, “A Bed 
for Every Child.” Their 
staff told the local volun- 
teers that many children 
growing up in poverty in 
Massachusetts do not have a 


bed of their own. 

“A Bed for Every Child 
knows a bed alone is not 
going to end poverty, but 
we also know giving a 
child a good night’s sleep 
can help them in school,” a 
staff member said. “We also 
know that an education is 
the pathway for a child to 
raise up and out of poverty 
as an adult.” 

Money was raised for the 
building materials through 
donations. Members of the 
church Confirmation Class 
were involved in the project 
and volunteers for the event 
came from eight different 
cities and towns including a 
team from the Houghs Neck 
Congregational Church led 
by the Rev. Stephen Van- 
dergift. Bedding, books and 
children’s bedtime essen- 
tials were donated by indi-

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Koch: No Timeline Yet For New City Hall, Performing Arts Center

The mayor, in a recent 
interview, said his adminis- 
tration is in the process of 
putting together a timeline 
for constructing the new 
building. 

“We're actually work- 
ing now to put together the 
timeline on how long it will 
take to acquire the building, 
to relocate the businesses 
that are there, to do the 
drawings and specs neces- 
sary to get it to the point of 
putting out for a bid package 
and so forth,” Koch said. 

“We've got a lot of work 
ahead of us. I don’t have a 
timeline on it yet.” 

The mayor expects to 
present plans for the new 
municipal building to the 
City Council this fall; he 
said it is unlikely the plans 
will be ready to present pri- 
or to the end of the-current 
fiscal year in June. 

“This calendar year, | 
expect we will be before 
the council probably for the 
college/city hall building,” 
Koch said. 

“I. don’t think we’ll be 
there before the end of 
the fiscal year,’ he added. 


“We've got a lot of work to 
do.” 

Koch said there is no 
price tag for the proposal at 
this point. He plans to seek 
outside funding for both the 
municipal building and the 
performing arts center.  ¢ 

“It’s my intention with 
both of these buildings to 
be looking for federal help, 
state help, foundation and 
outside grant help,” he said.

Once complete, the mu 
nicipal otfices inside 
1970s glass annex building 
that comprises half the city 
hall complex would move 
to the new high-rise build 
ing. Koch said the Plan- 
ning Department, which 
is presently located at the 
nearby Coddington Build- 
ing, could potentially move 
to the new building as well. 
Quincy College, a munici- 


‘pally owned school, would 


use the space for classrooms 
and offices, but there are no 
plans to put dormitories in- 
side the building. 

The new building would 
likely have separate en- 
trances for the city offices 
and the college, the mayor 
stated. 

“We would have the 
main entrance of city hall on 
the green...and the main en- 
trance to the college would 
be...facing the T and facing 
Hancock Street,” Koch said. 
“You would probably have 
some shared space, but we 
would also have probably 
separate elevator banks for 
the school versus the city 
hall operation stuff, because 
there aré security issues.” 

There are no plans to 
include any street-level re- 
tail space in the municipal

administration will reach 
out to the National Park Ser- 
vice to discuss moving the 
visitors center for the Adams 
National Historical Park to 
the new building. The visi- 
tors center is presently lo- 
cated across the street inside 
Presidents Place at 1250 
Hancock St., which is also 
home to Quincy College. 

“It would complicate 
things because you have to 
do things for bidding and all 
that. It gets a little trickier,” 
Koch answered when asked 
if space in the new building 
would be set aside for street- 
level retail. 

“We're not contemplat- 
ing street retail, but we are 
going to be in discussions 
with the National Park Ser- 
vice. They’ve always want- 
ed to get a bigger space for a 
visitors center. Does it make 
sense to incorporate that as 
part of the building? These 
are the discussions we’re 
going to have in the coming 


weeks and months. The col- 
lege bookstore — does it stay 
at Presidents Place or does 
that come over? These are 
the kind of discussions we’ ll 
have.” 

Koch, in. his inaugu- 
ral-address, said the 1970s 
glass annex building is in 
need of major repairs in the 
coming years. In the recent 
interview, the mayor said 
the required work could cost 
millions of dollars, which 
is why the administration is 
planning to open the high- 
rise building and raze the 
annex. 

“That glass building is 
going to need everything 
over the next five years. 
It needs a roof. It needs 
HVAC. It doesn’t have any 
fire suppression. It needs a 
new elevator. The windows 
are starting to fail; essen- 
tially, you’re going to have 


to reskin the whole glass. 


building,” he said. 
“You're talking millions 
of dollars to maintain that 


building as it should be over 
the next five years. That was 
one of the reasons we're 
kind of looking at it all.” 

The James R. Mcintyre 
Government Center, also 
known as Old City Hall, 
first opened in 1844 and 
re-opened in 2015 follow- 
ing an extensive renovation 
project. The McIntyre Gov- 
ernment Center is connected 
to the glass annex building 
by an enclosed single-story 
passageway, the connection 
was built as part of the reno- 
vation project and replaced 
the previous two-story link 
between the buildings. 

The MclIntyre Govern- 
ment Center can operate 
separate from the annex, 
Koch said, and the connec- 
tion between the two build- 
ings can be removed easily. 

“When we_ had _ that 
building done, I made sure 
that the old building can op- 
erate independently,” Koch 
said. “The only reason for 
the connection is for the

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Sheriff Jerry McDermott Pushes For Action On Impaired Driving Legislation 


Norfolk County Sheriff 
Jerry P. McDermott recently 
pledged his support for a 
bill that would implement 
the recommendations of the 
Special Commission on Op- 
erating Under the Influence 
and Impaired Driving. 

“As sheriff for Norfolk 
County, I see too often the 
effects of addiction among 
the inmate population,” 
Sheriff Jerry McDermott 
said. “The majority of the 
inmates in the Norfolk 
County House of Correction 
are incarcerated for drug re- 
lated offenses. They are off 
the streets for now, but sad- 
ly, many will reoffend, and 
will get behind the wheel of 
a vehicle. We have a lot of 
work to do to prevent that.” 

H.71, An Act Implement- 
ing the Recommendations 


of the Special Commission 
on Operating Under the In- 
fluence and Impaired Driv- 
ing, sponsored by Gover- 
nor Charlie Baker, and was 
brought before the Joint 
Committee on the Judiciary 
last November, for a hear- 
ing. This legislation would 
update current statutes to 
keep them in line with new 
regulations pertaining to 
social consumption of mari- 
juana. 

Some of the recommen- 
dation in this bill include: 

¢ Adopting implied con- 
sent laws to suspend the 
driver’s licenses of arrested 
motorists who refuse to co- 
operate in chemical testing 
for drugs, as existing law 
has long required for ar- 
rested motorists who refuse 
breath testing for alcohol. 


* Adopting a statute au- 
thorizing courts to take ju- 
dicial notice that ingesting 
THC, the active chemical in 
marijuana, can and does im- 
pair motorists. 

* Directing the Municipal 
Police Training Committee 
(MPTC) to expand the train- 
ing of drug recognition ex- 
perts and allowing them to 
testify as expert witnesses in 
civil and criminal cases. 

¢ Prohibiting drivers 
from having loose or un- 
sealed -packages of mari- 
juana in the driver’s com- 
partment of a vehicle, under 
the same provision of the 
motor vehicle code that has 
long prohibited driving with 
open containers of alcohol. 

¢ Permitting judicial no- 
tice of the scientific validity 
and reliability of the hori- 


zontal gaze nystagmus test, 
which would make it easier 
for the Commonwealth to 
introduce the results of that 
test at trial to demonstrate a 
driver’s intoxication. 

¢ Empowering police 
officers to seek electronic 
search warrants for. evi- 
dence of chemical intoxi- 
cation, as is the practice in 
over thirty other states. Any 
blood draw would have to 


be authorized by a neutral 


magistrate after a show- 
ing of probable cause and 
would be performed by a 
doctor, nurse, or other ap- 
propriate medical staff at a 
health care facility. 

* Developing educational 
materials and programming 
on drug impairment to share 
with trial court judges. 

Sheriff Jerry McDer- 


mott commended state Sen. 
James Eldridge and state 
Rep. Claire Cronin, the co- 
chairs of the Joint Commit- 
tee on the Judiciary for their 
attention to this important 
issue, and urged them to act 
swiftly towards its passage. 

“I am pleased that the 
Special Commission pre- 
sented their recommenda- 
tions, and I applaud the 


efforts of the Baker-Polito 
Administration in address- 
ing this safety hazard, which 
causes death and injury to 
many, and creates criminal 
behavior for many more,” 
Sheriff Jerry McDermott 
said. “It is my hope that the 
Judiciary Committee will 
also see the importance of 
this legislation, and advance 
it early in this new year.”

‘Four Chaplains Sunday’ 


The Quincy Veterans De- 
partment reminds residents 
that Sunday, Feb. 2 has been 
mandated by the Congress 
of the United States as “Four 
Chaplains Sunday.” 

The Four Chaplains, also 
sometimes referred to as the 
“Immortal 
the “Dorchester Chaplains” 
United States 
Army chaplains who gave

were four 
their lives to save other ci- 
vilian and military person- 
nel as the troop ship USAT 
Dorchester sank on Feb, 3, 
1943 during World War II. 
The 


liner was crossing the North 


converted luxury 
Atlantic, transporting more 
than 900 troops to an Amer 
ican base in Greenland. 
Aboard the ship were four 
chaplains of different faiths: 
Rev. George Fox (Method-

Around 12:55 a.m. on 
Feb. 3, 1943, a German U- 
boat fired a torpedo that 
struck Dorchester’s _ star- 
board side, below the wa- 
ter line and near the engine 
room. The explosion in- 
stantly killed 100 men and 
knocked and

Dorchester’s three 
ships. Within 20 minutes, 
the transport sank and more 
than 670 men died. 

As soldiers rushed to 
lifeboats, the four chaplains 
spread out, comforting the 
wounded and directing oth 
ers to safety. One survivor, 
Private William Bedner, lat- 
er said, “I would hear men 


crying, pleading, praying. 
I could also hear the chap- 
lains preaching courage. 
Their voices were the only 
thing that kept me going.” 

Another survivor, John 
Ladd, watched the chaplains 
distribute life jackets, and 
when they ran out, they re- 
moved theirs and gave them 
to four young men. “It was 
the finest thing I have seen, 
or hope to see, this side of 
heaven,’ he recalled. 

As Dorchester sank, the 
chaplains were seen linked 
arm in arm, praying. 

Fox, Goode, Poling and 
Washington were posthu- 
mously awarded the Distin 
guished Service Cross and 
the Purple Heart.
